And they dared 
not attempt it; they have no 
mandate from anybody. There 
are only 34 of them, 1 am told, 
and there were more than 34 
men who used to control the 
destinies of Europe from Wil- 
-helmstrasse. There is a closer 
monopoly power in Petro- 
grad and Moscow than there 
ever was in Berlin, and the 
thing that is intolerable is not 
that the Russian meople are 
having their way, but that an- 
other group of men more cruel 
than the Czar himself is con- 
trolling the destinies of that 
great people. 

Against Minority Control, 

“And I want to say here and 
now that I am against the con- 
trol of any minority anywhere. 
Search your own economic his- 
tory and what have you been un- 
easy about? Now and again you 
have said there were small 
groups of capitalists who were 
controlling the industry and 
therefore the development of the 
United States Seriously, my 
fellow citizens if that is so (and 
some times [ have feared that 
it was), we must break up that 
monopoly. I am not now saying 
that there any group of our 
fellow citizens who are con- 
sciouslvy doing anything of the 
kind, and I am _ saying 
these allegations must be proved. 
But if it proved, that any 
class, any group anywherg, is 
without the suffrage of Retr 
fel'ow citizens in control of our 
affairs then IT am with you to 
destroy the power of that group. 
We have got to be frank with 
ourselves, however, If we do 
not want minority government in 
Germany, we must see to it that 
we do not have it in the United 
States. If vou do not want little 
groups of selfish men to plot the 
future of Europe, we must not 
allow little groups of selfish 
men to plot the future of Amer-

“And so, my fellow citizens, 
there are other aspects to that 
matter.

Text of the President’s Coliseum Speech 


OLLOWING is the text of 
President Wilson's address at 


the Coliseum last night: 
“My fellow countrymen, we have 
met upon an occasion which is 


solemn (a photographic 


t to care how we think 
(Applause.) And I have come here 
tonight to ask permission to dis- 
cuss with you some of the very 
sberrations of thinking 
that have taken place in this coun- 
try of late. : 

“I have sought—TI think I iave 
sought, without prejudice, to in- 
derstand the point of view of th:2 
men who have been opposing t' e 
treaty and the covenant of the 
league of nations. Many of chem 
are men whose judgment of a pa- 
triotic feeling I have been accu:;3- 
tomed to admire and respect. 

“And yet I must admit to you, 
by fellow-countrymen, that it is 
very hard for me to believe <Aat 
they huve followed their line of 
thinking to its logical and neces- 
sary conclusion, because when yo. 
reflect upon their position it is 
either that we ought to reject this 
treaty all together or that we 
ought to change it in such a way 
as will make it necessary to re- 
open négotiations with Germanv 
and reconsider the settlements of 
the peace in many essential par- 
ticulars. 

“Cannot Stand Alonc.” 

“We cannot do the latter alone, 
and other nations will nut join us 
in doing it. The only re 
is to reject the peace and to do 
what some of our fellow-country- 
men have been advising us to do, 
stand alone in the world. 

“I am going to take the liberty 
tonight of pointing out to you 
what this alternative means. I 
know the course of reasoning 
which is either uttered or implied 
in this advice when it is given us 
by some of the mén who propose 
this course. They beNeve that the 
United States is so str6ng, so finan- 
cially strong, so industrially strong, 
if necessary, so physically strong 
can 
impose its will upon the world, if 
it is necessary for it to stand out 
against the world; and they be- 
lieve that the processes of peace 
can be processes of domination 
and antagonism instead of proc- 
esses of co-operation and. good 
féeling. 

\l/ therefore, want to point out to 
You that only those who are ig- 
norant of the world can believe 
that any nation, even so great a 
nAtion as the United States, can 


+-Stand alone and play a signal part 


in the aistory of mankiniAl. 
pliause.) 

“Begin with a single circum- 
stance, for I have not come here 
tonight to indulge in any kind of 
oratory. I have come here to- 
night to present to you certain 
hard facts which I want you to 
take home with you and think 
about. 

“I suppose that most of you re- 
alize that i going to be very 
difficult for aes nations that 
were engaged in this war to get 
financially on thejr feet again. [ 
dare say you read the other day 
the statement of Mr. Herbert Ho>- 
ver’s opinion—an opinion which I 
always greatly respect—that it 
will be necessary for the United 
States immediate] yto advance $4,- 
000,000,000 or $5,000,000,000 for 
the rehabilitation of credit and in- 
dustry on the other side of the 
water, and I must say to you that 
L learned nothing in Paris which 
would leave me to doubt that con- 
clusion. And I think the state- 
ment of the sum is a reasonable 
and conservative statement. 


“lust Rehabilitate Markcts.” 


“If the world is going bankrupt, 
if credit is going to be destroyed, 
if the industry of the races of the 
world is going to be interrupted, 
our market is confined to the Unit- 
ed States, trade will be impossible 
except within our own borders. If 
we are to save our own markets 
and rehabilitate our own indus- 
tries, we must save the financial 
situation of the world and rehabili- 
tate the markets of the world. 

“Very well. What do these gen- 
tlemen propose? That we should 
do that, for we cannot escape do- 
ing it, face to face with a situation 
of this kind. We are not, let us 
assume, partners in the execution 
of this treaty, but what is one of 
the central features of the execu- 
tion of this treaty. It is the appli- 
cation of the peparation clauses. 

“Germany can’t pay for this 
war unless her industries are re- 
vived, and the treaty of peace 
sets up a great commission in the 
Reparation Commiasion, in which 
it was intended that there should 
be a member for the United States 
as well as from other countries, 
and the business of this commis- 
sion will be, in part, to see that 
the industries of Jermany are 
revived in order that Germany 
may pay this great debt which 
she owes to civilization. 

That Reparation Commission 
can determine the currents of 
trade, the conditions of credit, sf 
international credit, it can deterf- 
mine how much that Germany is 
going to buy, where it is going to 
buy and how it is going to pay for 
it, and if we must to save our- 
selves contribute to the financial 
rehabilitation of the world then 
without being members of this 
partnership we must put our mon- 
ey in the hands of those who want 
to get the markets that belong 
to us. 

That is what these gentiemen 
call “playing a lone hand.” It is 
indeed playing a lone hand; it is 
playing a hand that is frozen out. 
(Applause.) We must contribute 
the money which other nations 
are to use in order to rehabili- 
tate their industry and credit, and 
we must make them our antago- 
nists and rivals and not our part- 


ners. e

“We have got to carry this bur- 
den of reconstruction, whether we

fat these gentlemen propose 
that at every point we shall be 
embarrassed by the whole finan- 
cial affairs of the world being in 
the hands of other nations. 

“As I was saying at the lunch- 
eon that I had the pleasure of 
eating with the Chamber of 
Commerce today, the whole as- 
pect of the matter is an aspect of 
ignorance. The men who propose 
these things do not understand 
the selfish interests of the United 
States. (Applause.) 

Would Be Shut Ont. 


“Because here is the rest of the 
picture: Hot rivals, burning sus- 
picions, jealousies, uarrangements 
made everywhere if possible to 
shut us out because if we won't 
come in as equals we ought to be 
shut out. If we &are going to 
keep out of this thing in order to 
prey upon the rest of the world 
then I think we ought to be frozen 
(Applause. ) 

“That is not the temper of the 
United States and it is not like the 
United States to be ignorant 
enough to think any such 
thoughts because we know that 
partners profit and enemies lose 
the game. (Applause. ) 

“But that is not all of the pic- 
ture, my fellow citizens. If ev- 
ery nation is going to be our rival, 
if every nation is going to dislike 
and distrust us—and that will be 
the case, because, having trusted 
us beyond measure, the reaction 
will occur beyond measure. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

“As it stands now they trust us. 
They look to us. They long that 
we shall undertake anything for 
their assistance rather than that 
any other nation should  under- 
take it. And if we say no we are 
in this world to live by ourselves 
and get what we can out of it by 
any selfish process, then the re- 
action will change the whole heart 
and attitude of the world toward 
this great, free, justice-loving 
people, and after you have 
changed the attitude of the world 
what have you produced—Peace? 

“Why, my  fellow-citizens, is 
there any man here or any 
woman, let me say, is there any 
child here who does not know 
that the seed of war in the modern 
world is industrial and commer- 
cial rivalry? (Applause.) 

“The real reason that the war 
that we have just finished took 
place was that Germany was 
afraid that her commercial rivals 
were going to get the better of 
her, and the reason why some 
nations went into the war against 
Germany was that they thought 
that Germany would get the com- 
mercial advantage of them. 

“The seed of the jealous, the 
see of the deep-seated hatred 
w hot, successful, commercial 
anid industrial rivalry. Why, what 

id the Germans do when they 
got into Belgium? I have just 


|} Seen that suffering country. 
“Most of

re standing. You don’t witness 
in Belgium what you witness in 
rance, except upon certain bat- 
lefields — factories destroyed, 
|jwhole towns wiped out. No, the 
factories are there; the streets are

f ctear. the people are there, but go 


in the factories. Every piece of 
machinery that could be taken 
away has been taken away. 

“If it was too big to take away 
experts directed the way in which 
it should be injured so it could 
never be used again. And that 
was because there were textile 
industries in Belgium which the 
Germans hated the Belgian for 
having because they were better 
than the German, and outdid them 
in the markets of the world. 
Commercial and Industrial War. 

“This war was a commercial 
and industrial war. It was not a 
political war. (Applause.) Very 
well, then if we must stand a part 
and be the hostile rivals of the 
rest of the world then we must do 
something else. We must be physi- 
cally’ ready for anything to come. 
We must have a great standing 
army. We must see to it that every 
man in America is trained to arms. 

“We must see to it that there are 
munitions and guns enough for an 
army. That means. a mobilized na- 
tion. That they are not only laid 
up in store, but they are kept up 
to date; that they are ready to use 
tomorrow; that we are a nation in 
arms because you can’t be un- 
friendly to everybody without be- 
ing ready that everybody shall be 
unfriendly to you. 

“And what does that mean? Re- 
duction of taxes? No. Not only 
the continuation of the present 
taxes, but the increase of the pres- 
ent taxes. It means something 
very much more serious than that. 
We can stand that so far as the ex- 
pense is concerned if we care to 
keep up the high cost of living and 
enjoy the other luxuries that we 
have recently enjoyed. 


“But what is much more serious 
than that is we have got to have 
the sort of organization which is 
the only kind of organization that 
we may say what we please of the 
German Government that has been 
destroyed, my fellow citizens, but 
it was the only sort of Government 
that could handle an armed na- 
tion. (Applause). 

“You can’t handle an armed na- 
tion by vote. You can’t handle an 
armed nation if it is democratic 
because democracies don't go to 
war that way. (Applause).° You 
have got to have a concentrated, 
miHtaristic organization of govern- 
ment to run a nation of that sort. 

How Conditions Would Change. 

“You have got to think of the 
President of the United States, not 

"as the chief counselor of the na- 
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tion, elected for a little while, but 
as the man meant constantly and 
every day to be the commander in 
chief of the armies and navy of 
the United States, ready to order it 
to any part of the world where the 
threat of war is a menace to his 
own people, and you can’t do that 
under free debate. 

“You can’t do that under public 
counsel. Plants must be kept se- 
cret; knowledge must be accumu- 
lated by a system whith we have 
condemned because we have called 
it a spying system. The more po- 
lite call it a system of intelligence. 
(Laughter). 

“And you can’t watch other na- 
tions with your unassisted eye. You 
have got to watch them by secret 
agencies planted everywhere. And 
let me testify to this, my fellow 
citizens: I not only did not know it 
until we got into this war, but I did 
not believe it then. I was told 
that it was true. 

“Germany was’ not the _ only 
country that maintained a_ secret 
service. Every country in Europe 
maintained it because they had to 
be ready for Germany's” spring 
upon them, and the only differ- 
ence between the German secret 
service and the other secret serv- 
ice was that the German secret 
service found out more than the 
others did. (Applause and laugh- 
ter). 

“And, therefore, Germany sprang 
upon the other nations unawares 
and they were not ready for it. 
And you know what the effect of a 
military nation is upon social ques- 
tions. 

“You know how impossible it is 
to effect social reform if everybody 
must be under’ orders from the 
Government. You know how im- 
possible it is, in short, to have a 
free nation if it is a military nation, 
and under military orders. 

“You may say: ‘You have been 
on the other side of the water and 

1t bad dreams.’ I have got no 
bad dreams atall. I am telling you 
the things, the evidence of which lI 
have seen with wakened eyes, anti 
not with sleeping eyes. 

“I know that this country, if it 
wishes to stand alone, must stand 
as part of a world in arms. (Ap- 
plause.) Because, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, I don’t say it because l am 
an American, and my heart is full 
of the same pride that tills yours, 
with regard to the power and spir- 
it of this great nation, but merelv 
because it is a fact which I thin 
everybody would admit outside of 
America as well as inside of Amer- 
ica, the organization contemplatcu 
by the league of nations, without 
the United Btates, would merely 
be an alliancé and not a league of 
nations. (Applause.) 

“It would be an alliance in 
which the partnership would be 
between the more powerful Eu- 
ropean nations and Japan and the 
other party to the world arrange- 
ment, the antagoists, the dissocia- 
tive party, the party to be standing 
off and to be watched by the alli- 
ance would be the United States of 
America. 

“There can be no league of na- 
tions in the true sense without the 
partnership of this great people. 
(Applause.) And with the part- 
nership of this great people let 13 
mix the selfish with the unselfish 
If you don’t want me to be too al- 
truistic let me be very practical, 
if we are partners, let me predict 
we will be the senior partner. 

Others Will Look to Us. 

“The financial !eadership will be 
ours; the industrial primacy wil! 
be ours; the commercial advantage 
will be ours, and the other coun- 
tries of the world will look to us, 
and, shall I say, be looking to us 
for leadership and direction? (Ap- 
plause. ) 

“Very well, then. If I am to 
compete with the critics of this 
league and of this treaty, as a 
selfish American, 1 say I want to 
get in and get in as quick as I 
can; | want to be inside and know 
how the thing is run and help to 
run it, so that you have the alter- 
native: armed isolation or peace- 
ful partnership. 

“Can any sane man hesitate as to 
the choice, and can any sane man 
ask a question, which is the way 
of peace? I have heard some men 
say with an amazing ignorance 
and applause) that 
was, that the covenant of the 
league of nations was an arrange- 
ment for war. (Laughter.) Very 
well. The other arrangement— 
what would it be? (lLaughter.) 
An arrangement for peace, for 
kindliness, for co-operation? 

“Would everybody beckon us to 
their markets? Would everybody 
come to us and say: “Tell us how 
to use your money?” Would 
everybody come to us and _ say: 
“Tell us how much of your goods 
you want us to take; tell-us how 
much of what Germany is produc- 
ing you would like when we want 
it?°° 

“I cannot bring my créduality up 
to that point. (Laughter; grow- 
ing applause.) [I have reached 
years of discretion (laughter; ap- 
plause), and I have met some 
very young men who knew a great 
deal more than some very old 
men. (Applause.) 

“I want,, therefore, after seeing 
this very ugly picture I § have 
painted——for it is an ugly picture; 
it_is a picture from which one 
turns away with distaste and dis- 
gust, and say: “That isn’t Ameri- 
ca. It isn’t like anything we have 
conceived.” 

“Look at the other side. I won- 
der if some of the gentlemen who 
are commenting upon this treaty 
ever read it? (Applause.) If any- 
body will tell me which of them 
hasn't I will send them a copy. 
(A great cry of “Reed,* Reed.” 
Laughter.) 

Written in Plain English. 

“Because it is written in two 
languages; on this side is the En- 
glish and on that ‘side is the 
French. and since it is evident that 
some men don't understand En-

glish I will hope that they under- 
stand French. (Laughter.) 

“There are excellent French dic- 
tionaries by which they can dig 
out the meaning if they cannot un- 
derstand English. (Laughter.) It 
is the plainest English that you 
would desire, particularly the cov- 
enant of the league of nations. 
There isn’t a phrase of doubtful 
meaning in the whole document. 

“Andewhat is th& meaning? It 
is that the covenant of the league 
of nations is a covenant of arbitra- 
tion and discussion. (Applause.) 
Had anybody ever told you that 
before? I dare say that everybody 
you have heard talk about this 
has discussed Article X. 


“Well, there are 25 other articles 
in it and all of them are about 
something else. They discuss how 
soon and how quick we can get 
out of it. I am not a quitter for 
one. (Applause and cheering.) We 
can get out just as soon as we 
want to, but we dont want to get 
out just as soon as we get in. 

“And then they talk about the 
Monroe Doctrine, when it express- 
y says that nothing in that instru- 
ment shall be construed as affect- 
ing in any way the validity of the 
Monroe Doctrine. It says so in 
so many words. And all the other 
things they talk about draw your 
attention from the essential mat- 
ter. 

“The essential matter, my fel- 
ber of that league—and it will in- 
clude all the fighting nations of 
the world except Germany; the 
only nations that will not be ad- 
mitted into it promptly are Ger- 
many and Turkey, and I take it 
that we needn't discuss it. (Ap- 
plause,) 

“We-can, at any rate, postpone 
Turkey until Thanksgiving. 
(Laughter)—all the fighting na- 
tions of the world “are in it. And 
what do they promise? This is 
the center of the document; they 
promise that they will never go to 
war without first submitting the 
questions at issue to arbitration, 
and absolutely abiding by the de- 
cision of the arbitrators. 

“Or, if they are not willing to 
submit it to arbitration, submit it 
to discussion by the capital coun- 
cil of the league, that they will 
give the council of the league six 
months in which to consider it, 
and that if they do not like the 
opinion of the council, they will 
wait three months afier the opin- 
ion is rendered before going to 
war. 

“I tell you, my fellow-citizens, 
that any nation that is in the 
wrong and waits nine months be- 
fore it goes to war never will go to 
war. (Applause.) Ah! But some- 
body says: ‘Suppose they don’t 
abide by that?’ Because all the 
arguments you hear are based 
upon the assumption that we are 
going to break the covenant, that 
bad faith is the accepted rule. 

“There has not been any such 
bad faith among nations in recent 
times except the flagrant bad faith 
of the nation we have just been 
fighting. (Applause. ) And that 
bad faith is not likely to be re- 
peated in the immediate- future. 
(Applause.) 

What a Boycott Means. 


‘Suppose somebody does not 
abide by this engagement? Then 
what happens? War? No. not 
war. Something much more ter- 
rible than war; absolute boycott 
of the nation. (Applause.) The 
doors are closed upon her so that 
she can’t ship anything out or re- 
ceive anything. She can’t send a 
letter out or receive one in. No 
telegraphic message can cross her 
borders; no person can cross her 
borders. She is absolutely closed. 
(Applause. ) ) 

“And all the fighting nations of 
the world agree to join in that 
boycott. (Applause.) My oewr 
judgment is that war will not be 
necessary after that. If it is nee- 
essary, then it is perfectly evident 
that the nation is one of the ra- 
tions that wants to run amuck, and 


if any nation wants to run amuck 
in modern civilization we must All . 


see that the outlaw is captured. 

‘“T was saying in one of the first 
speeches I made upon this little 
expedition of mine that I was very 
happy in the circumstance that 
there was no politics in this busi- 
ness. I mean no party politics, 
and I invited that audience and I 
invite you to forget all about par- 
ties: forget that I am a Democrat; 
forget that some of you are Repub- 
licans: forget all about that; that 
has nothing to do with it. 

“And this afternoon a book I 
had forgotten all about, one of 
the campaign books of the last 
political campaign, was put in my 
hands. and I found in that book 
the platforms of the two padties, 
and in both those platforms they 
advocated just such an arrange- 
ment as the league of nations.

Opinion Seems to Prevail That 
Assistant Secretary Sweet of Grand 
Rapids Will Be Advanced. 
WASIINGTON, Sept. 6.—In con-

MOVERS’ STRIKE ENDS WITH 
PAY AND HOURS COMPROMISE 


400 Men Affected in Settlement 
With 22 Large Firms and 24 
Small Ones. 

The terms under which an agree- 
ment was reached to end the moving 
men and van drivers’ strike which 
ended vesterday were made known 
today by Dan Murphy of the Teams- 
ters’ District Council. 

Under the new agreement the 
chauffeurs, drivers and packers are 
to receive $27 a week, and helpers 
$24, with the 9-hour day, time and 
a half for overtime from 5 to 6 p. 
m., and double time thereafter and 
on Sundays and holidays. The men 
had asked for $30 a week for chauf- 
feurs, drivers and packers and $27 
for helpers. Twenty-two large firms 
and 24 small ones, employing 400 


mnen were affected. 


The old agreement with the union 
was for $18 and $16 a week with a 
day of 190% hours. Some firms had 
voluntarily raised this wage to $25 
and $21, the prevailing wage when 
the strike was called.

much better at Indianapolis and St. 
‘Louis than at Columbus. Not only 


did his speeches take better with the) 


crowds but the people seemed to be 
aroused to high pitches of enthusi- 
asm which were totally lacking at 
the outset. 

The Presidfnt has evidently been 
advised that the people want speech- 
es with a punch in them. For in both 
Indianapolis and St. Louis he adopt- 
ed the Rooseveltian tactics for the 
first time in his career and brought 
his audience to its feet again and 
.zain. That is a new thing with 
Woodrow Wilson. Usually he depends 
upon the quiet, deliberate processes 
of oratorical persuasion. Today he 
is changed. He is belligerent. He is 
making the fight of his life and if 
his speech at St. Louis which seemed 
to make the best impression thus 
far is an index of what he plans to 
do, the public can expect Mr. Wilson 
to arouse the nation on the issue of 
the league to a degree of passion and 
fervor hitherto absent on either side 


of the controversy. 


Simple Statement. 

The President is reducing his ar- 
gument to simple statements. His 
appeal to the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce was especially intended 
for. business men. His plea to the 
farmers who gathered from all parts 
of Indiana was a vivid portrayal of 
the horrors of another war. His 
challenge to critics was a defiant 
call for a substitute program if they 
intend to defeat the proposed league. 
His central effort is to show that the 
opponents of the league Mave picked 
flaws here and there but have said 
nothing of the constructive possibili- 
ties of 23 out of the 26 articles of 
the covenant.

Unquestionably, Mr. Wilson will 
make a better impression as he re- 
moves from the public mind the no- 
tion of party politics which he unfor- 
tunately built up when he took only 
men of his own predilection to Paris 
with him and ignored the Republican 
party. The present Republican Jead- 
ership on the treaty is not popular. 
Leading Republicans here and ther 
as we travel whisper to us that they 
think the course of Senator Lodge 
and Senator Knox is mistaken, but 
they also say the President's tactics 
hitherto have made many partisans. 
Woodrow Wilson might be the last 
to admit it, but his professions of 
political disinterestedness and his

/him more good in this section of the 
Middle West than all the studied 
statements, letters and academic ad- 
'dresses to Congress which he has
